Paris, July 30.—The steady, though 
gradual, spread of French influence on 
Morocco causes considerable satisfaction 
in official circles.

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LYONS CLAIMS RECOGNITION 


IN NEW COUNTY FORMATIONS 


Iwons, Ga, July 30.—(Special.)—The 
Closing of the contract for the erection 
of a two-story office and business block 
at Lyons by Dr. A. S. Rountree last 
Friday complet¢s a series of building 
awards made by the citizens of this town 
since April |, of this year, and is partly 
significant of the development of the 
town and the rapid industrial strides 
being taken by Lyons since the disas- 
trous fire of 1908S. 

The Rountree bullding, which will be 
begun at once, will be of brick material, 
in accordance with the provisions of a 
city ordinance regulating the erection 
of Wuildings within the town Iimts, and 
when cOmpleted will be the third sub- 
stantial and costly structure built this 
year, The buildings of the Lyons Trad- 
ing Company and the new sixty-room ho- 
tel are already nearing completion, and 
wil be a distinct credit to the city 
When the finishing touches are put on. 
fome few of the temporary buildings 
erected immediately after the fire, will 
be vacated in about three weeks, the oc- 
cupants moving to new and more commo- 
dlougs quarters in the Lyons Trading 
Company building, a one-story structure 
covering an area of about 75,000 square 
feet and containing six stores. 

This building is Being constructed by 
th firm of J. L. Huggins & Bro. of 
Hawkinsville, leading contractors of this 
section. 


Lyons a Young Town. 

The rapid development and substantia} 
Growth of Lyons since 1890, when the 
town’s possessions consisted of a turpen- 
tine still, a few ‘“‘tumble-down"” wooden 
stores and a log school house, has be- 
Come the subject of comment abroad and 
But 
the hand of permanency stamped itself 
indelibly upon al] subsequent efforts of 
the fathers to build an ideal city of 
homes, of business, of churches and 
Schools; and the future of the town 
for continued growth and increased ex- 
Pansion was never brighter. By reason 
of the passage of the Cromartie bilil, 
Creatine eight new counties, Lyons is 
entitled to one on the ground of polit- 
{eal and industrial development, largely 
Sugmented by an jncreased and growing 
Population. 

Tatnall Contains 1102 Square Miles. 
One of the chief claims which Lyons 
Will present for recognition in forming 
8 Rew county from parts of Tatnall, 


Montgomery, Appling and Emanuel fs thse 
present areas of the counties out of 
which it is proposed to take slices. Tat- 
nall, of which Lyons is tthe chief city, 
contains 1,102 square miles, or 705,280 
acres, and some of her citizens are re- 
moved from the court house by a dis- 
tance of 30 miles or mora, whereas by 
making Tgons the seat of a new county 
as proposed not only would thousands 
of people of Tatnall be brought within 
nearby reach of the seat of government, 
but also would several thousand now 
living in Montgomery og Appling or 
Emanuel, some of whom are compelled 
to travel in private conveyances dis- 
tances of from 20 to 50 miles to attend 
court. 
Necessity for New Counties. 

The fact that the laws of Georsgfa, 
which make ft obligatory upon wiinesses 
to obey subpenaes without regard to 
distance, or the ability of the poor to 
meet the expenses incidental to their 
attendance upon courts, but contain no 
provision for the payment of witnesses 
out of the common fund, is thought to 
be the strongest argument Lyons can 
put forward for a new county. In the 
experience of the courts it is commonly 
known how difficult is the task of un- 
earthing evidence necessary in cases 
where important witnesses, through 
causes already enumerated, were neces- 
sarily absent, but not excused in the 
sight of the law. In the opinion of 
many ‘the only solution is to bring the 
holdings of the courts within easy reach 
of all and establish there cheap or reas- 
onable accommodation for the poorest 
along with the richest, by which means 
as near as possible an equilibrium will 
be reached and one of the gywat bar- 
riers toward accomplishing the work of 
courts simple justice to all shall have 
been removed. 

Another significant fact as to why 
Lyons should be given the county site 
of Tatnall or be made the seat of the 
new county, is the volume of business 
annually done, which makes it the most 
important trading post in the county and 
consequently in closest touch with the 
people. 

Bank Contains $50,000 Deposits. 

Besides receiving upward of 4,000 bales 
of cotton in 1903, Lyons paid out that 
year nearly $7,000 for wool. But prob-

PROPERTY VALUES TO SHOW 
MANY MILLIONS INCREASE 


Returns From 63 Counties Show Net Increase of 


$6,561,766—--The Larger Counties Yet To Be 
Heard From---Legislative and Capitol Gossip. 


ITH seventy-four counties, fn- 
cluding the largest and wealthiest 


in the state, yet to be heard from, 


The wonder is doubled on remembering | 


}the general tax returns as shown by the 
| digests received up to date, indicate a 
;net increase of $6,561,766 in the taxable 
| Values of the state, over those of last 
year. & 

| This increase is -shown in the digests 
of sixty-three counties received at the 
Office of Comptroller General W. A. 
Wright up to and including yesterday. Of 
these only four show decreases as com- 
pared with last year and all of them are 
small ones. 

Fulton, Chatham, Richmond, Bibb, Mus- 
cogee, Floyd, Burke and others of the 
large and rich counties are yet to make 
their returns, being included in the seven- 
ty-four counties which have not been 
heard from. 

The returns received up to date Indi- 
cate a total increase in the taxable values 
Of the state of something in the neighbor- 
hood of $18,000,600. Comptroller General 
Wright says there will be an increase of 
$1,500,000 to $2,000,000 in the railroad 
and corporation returns, so that the total 
increase this year will be about $20,000,- 
000. This will mean an additional reve- 
nue to the state with a tax rate uf 5 mills 
of about $100,000. 

The increase for 1903 in the general re- 
turns was $22,576,673. That, however, 
was an exceptional year. The increased 
railroad and corporation returns last year 
Were about $15,000,000, but the greater 
part of this came from the franchise 
tax, an entirely new feature. So, accord- 
ing to the indications thus far, exclud- 
ing the franchise tax from consideration, 
the increase this year will, from all 
sources, be about $5,000,000 less than last 
year. 

This is considered an extremely good 
showing, far better than the state offi- 
cials had looked for. If thelr expectations 
are jrealized the slegislature will have 
about $100,000 more to appropriate this 
year than last. But the increased appro- 
priations asked for are in the neighbor- 
hood of $150,000, or perhaps a few thou- 
sand dollars less than that amount. 
These, however, have not been passed, 
but are yet to be acted on by the genera] 
assembly. :

this state of the Mexican cotton Doll 
weevil. 

At present the state department of en- 
tomology has an appropriation of only 
$5,000, and is seriously handicapped in 
the work which’ it is calleq upon to do 
because of a lack of means. It was 
originally contemplated that the depart- 
ment should look only after the fruit or- 
chards of the state with a view to abat- 
ing the pests which attack the fruit 
trees. Now, however, it is called upon 
to investigate every complaint about 
bugs and worms, no matter what the 
nature of the *plant attacked, and nu- 
merous specimens supposed to be boll 
weevil have been submitted to State 
Entomologist Wilmon Newell from all 
parts of the state. So far, however, ro 
trace of this dangerous enemy of the 
cotton plant hag been found in Georgia. 

This bill contemplates giving the de- 

partment of entomology $15,000, an in- 
crease Of $10,000 over the present ap- 
propriation, and at least $5,000 of this 
amount is to be used in preventing the 
ir.troduction of the boll weevil into 
Georgia. The bill contains provisions 
which if enforced would probably result 
in keeping Georgia clear of this pest, 
and the money is needed for the pur- 
pose of enforcing them. It prohibits the 
importation of cotton or cotton seed from 
the infected districts and provides for 
the employment of officials whose duty 
it shall be to see that such products 
are not brought into the state. Two men 
woulg be employed for this purpose and 
Mr. Newell says they would have cll 
they could possibly do. Another pro- 
vision of the bill is that any field of cot- 
ton in which the boll weevil is found to 
exist, in case it does find its way into 
Georgia, may be condemned by the de- 
partment of entomology and destroyed 
the owner to be compensated for such 
destrudtion to the extent of $5 per 
acre. , 
The balance of the appropriation Is 
needed to meet the increased demands 
that are made on the department from 
other gources. It is impossible for the 
present force of the department to cope 
with all of the fruit and plant pests 
that make their appearance in the state, 
and the loss to the state in millions of 
deliars annually from these sources, 

The bill has been returned to the house 
with a unanimously favorable report by 
the committee on general agriculture, and 
it has many friends in the house who 
will strongly urge its passage.

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TYLER KILLING 
CALLED MURDER 


Understood That Defense of 
Burch Will Be Plea of 


Insanity. 


Washington, Ga., July 30.—(Special.)— 
Full particulars of the killing of Charies

UMLABELLED POISON—THE CITY’S DUTY. | 
The report of Dr. R. W. Hynds, assistant bacteriologist and chemist to the 


yesterday's Constitution, reveals the 


full perile of a condition which hes become intolerable to the people of At- 
lanta, which the board or the council should take summary steps to remedy. 

Dr. Hynds reports the infant mortality in June as unprecedented. From 
the list of deaths of young children, he arranges a roll of fifty which he inti- 
mates there is every reason to believe resulted from the use of dirty or im- 
pure milk, sold by local dairies. Of the 140 specimens of milk analyzed, fifty- 
three were shown to be clean, forty-five fair and forty-two “dirty.” In other 
words, nearly one-third of the milk sold to Atlanta households during June 
was laden with possibflities of death, not only for frail infants, but adults as 
well. The full danger of this dirty milk and the truth of the ghastly indict- 
| ment made against it is to’d in the following extract from Dr, Hynds’ report:

Of course, I cannot say 
that all these children died from the effects of milk. The facts speak for them-

Is there any need to look further for the cause of this pitiful death-harvest 
in fifty Atlanta homes? Is there any difficulty in placing the dreadful respon- 


The local board of health is composed of the most intelligent physicians 
in the city and wakened to the full gravity of the situation, they cannot do 
otherwise than take drastic steps to apply a remedy. 

What is needed is not only inspection of the milk after it reaches the city, 
but inspection of the sources of supply of the milk sold in the city. 

Competent and incorruptible inspectors should be sent on regular, syste- 


The proprietors should have no inti- 


The agent of the board of health should 
present himself unexpectedly at frequent intervals, rigidly inspect the prem- 
ises and the milk and revok» the permit of any dairyman who will not observe 
due sanitary precautions. Nine-twelfths of the impure milk sold here {fs due to 
foud stalls or outhouses, filthy pasturage and a lack of systematic cleanliness 
If the board of health insists on perfect sanitary arrangements, 


all the large cities of the country, and 


emphasizes its stand with summary withdrawal of permits where they are not 
observed, there w-ll be a radical decrease in the quantity of impure milk and a 
similar diminution of the appalling death rate. 

“Not only should this regular inspection be practiced, but full publicity as 
well should be given reports of the condition of the milk from various dealers. 

These spasmodic flurries of reform are totally ineffectual. 

The results of the work of the inspectors should be regularly given full 
publicity in the city press so that consumers may know whom to avold and 
whom to trust. The matter is too much one of life and death, of happiness 
to the homes of Atlanta, to bear any temporary patchwork or trifling.

The smoke nuisance is by no means 
overstated. The bulk of the city’s 
buildings and industries depend on 
soft coal for their power, and the 
soot and grime-producing qualities of 
that variety are notable. As a result, 
discolored buildings and linen and 
citizens afe causing’ Atlanta to emu- 
late the more unenviable phase of 
Pittsburg’s fame. Other ~ -cities 
throughout the country have been 
faced by the same problem, and a 
study of the manner in which they 
have solved it would benefit the local 
officials. We refer them more espe- 
cially to New York and Ohicago, both 
of which cities have for years been 
experimenting successfully along this 
line, 

Relating to the health and sightly 
appearance of the city, the matter is 
worthy of investigation along the 
course laid out in tae communication 
of which mention has been made. 


The Duty of a Newspaper. 

The Constitution’s publication yes- 
terday of the letter of Mr. F. J. Paxon, 
of Atlanta, to The New York Herald 
and The Herald's editorial comment, 
suggests in an interesting way the 
question of the duty of a newspaper 
to its readers. | 

Mr. Paxon, who is one of Atlanta’s 
most prominent business men, wrote 
as follows to The Herald: 


Atlapta, Ga, July 25, 1904.—To The 
New York Herald: My subscription to 
your most invaluable paper expires in 
August. Before renewing same most 
courteously would I ask whether you in- 
tend to come out as a strong Parker ad- 
vocate or whether you will follow your 
precedents of previous years, and be ab- 
solutely independent? In common with 
probably a number of southern men I 
have been a subscriber for your paper 
for months, simply on account of its 
thoroughly independent character and im- 
partiality. We in the south. need such a 
paper to voice the best sentiments of 
either partie, and if The Herald does be- 
come an active partisan for either the 
republicans or democrats you will find 
your usefulness void, and, I am confident 
your subscription list falling off. 

F. J. PAXON, 


To jthis The Herald replied edi- 
torially: 

Our correspondent is correct in assum- 
ing that “a number of southern men’’—a 


very great number and like numbers of 
northern men and eastern men and west- 


‘ern men are subscribers to The Herald 


on account of ‘its thoroughly independent 
character and impartiality.’’ 

If Mr. Paxon had been a subscriber 
for years instead of ‘‘for months” he would 
be in no doubt about the matter. The 
Herald’s news columns always give all 
the news on both sides and present fully 
and impartially “the best sentiments of 
either parties."’ But The Herald may have 
its own opinion, too. “Independent” is 
not, as our correspondent seems to think, 
synonymous with “neutral.” 

Mr. Paxon evidently had in view the 
fear that in taking editorial position in 
the presidential campaign The Herald 
was abandoning its time honored po 
sition as an independent newspaper. 
The Herald shows that it is still “in- 
dependent,” but not neutral. 

The primary obligation of the news- 
paper, that which justifies the very 
name itself and which constitutes its 
first value to its clientele, large or 
small, is an accurate, impartial state- 
ment of all the news of the day. 
Whether that news be of a political, 
moral, social, industrial or commercial 
nature, it should be presented fact for 
fact as it occurred, unless it be of 
such prurient character as to menace 
the purity of the homes into which 
the paper goes. Through its connec- 
tion with international news collecting 
agencies, its well-drilled corps of local 
reporters, its army of special corre- 
spondents and its access to the col- 
umns of journals from every civilized 
corner of the globe, the modern news- 
paper mirrors the events of the day. 
Whenever it gives a bias to its re- 


ports of any of these events, it has 


fallen short in its duty to the reading 
public, who, in the very nature of 
things, is compelled to rely on its ac- 
curacy and impartality for a basis on 
which to form individual] opinions. 

The editorial policy of any paper is 
a matter radically distinct from its 
news department—a fact which needs 
to be firmly impressed on the public 
for tts own guidance and protection. 
A newspaper may be editorially vio- 
lently or temperately partisan, aggres- 
sively or conservatively independent, 
but tts news columns belong to the 
public and they should not be colored, 
controlled or shaped, to deceive by sup- 
pression or convince by  half-truth 
representations of the news. 

An “independent” newspaper does 
not mean that such a newspaper must 
never align itself editorially with one 
party or another. Bditorial indepen- 
dence means freedom to support one 
Party or another, or to advocate, or 
Oppose one issue or another without 
regard to party alignment. Thus an 
independent newspaper may support 
the democratic ticket today and the 
republican ticket In the next cam- 
paign. It simply has no fixed political 
allegiance as have the recognized party 
organs. 

This is the position occupied by The 
New York Herald, which has always 
been an independent newspaper and 
the very freedom of which to advocate 
its views according to ite judgment is 
emphasized in its editorial support of 
Judge Parker today after its editorial 
advocacy of the republican ticket in 
the national campaigns of four and 
eight years ago. 

But whether independent or partisan 
every newspaper owes the same duty 
to the public. By no means are all 
newspapers controlled by that duty, 
but it is the less the obligation of 


representation. 
Such is now, as it has been for 


‘many years, the position of The Con- 
stitution. «Always ready to earnestly 
advocate editorially what it believes to 
be right, and to oppose what it be- 
lieves to be wrong, it is ever ready to 
make an impartial presentation of the 
news and its readers would not have it 
occupy any other position.

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Need of Civic Improvement. 
Edftor Constitution: After a residence 
of more than one year in Atlanta, the 
‘conviction has been forced upon me that 
this city, naturally one of the cleanest 
of the large cities of the country, is by 
her own fault or misfortune one of the 
dirtiest. No city in the land is located 
any better topographically. The slopes 
of her streets afford the finest grades 
for perfect drainage. The pure air of 
the high elevation is health-giving, and 
it is these always potent factors that 
guard against the results of the seem- 
ing negligence of her citizens or officials. 
Two facts tmeress the newcomer to 
Atlanta, which ‘are mot to her credit, 
and both of them are the results of 
negligence or indifference, which is not 
in aecord with her enterprise in other 
directions. One is the carelessness with 
which her streets are cleaned, and the 
other, the vohimes of smoke that are 
jvermifted to pour from innumerable 
stacks, defiing the air and making clean- 
liness difficult, if not impossible, as well 
as furnishing a decided detriment to 
health. 

One reason why the streets are in their 
present condition igs that the method 
employed of cleaning them is entirely 
inadequate and ineffective, and theso 
faults are emphasized by the careless 
manner in which the work is done. It 
must be evident to any one who will 
take the trouble to watch the operation 
of the ordinary street sweeping machine 
that it cammot reach the dirt that ac- 
cumulaes between the blocks of the stone 
pavement, which covers many of the 
important streets, nor can it disturb the 
dirt that gathers in the grooves of street 
car rails, especially after it has been 
compacted by water from the sprinkling 
cart, which precedes the sweeper. Yet 
a hot, dry wind can search it out and 
carry it into the eyes and nostrils of 
every passer by. The sweeping ma- 
chine is almost equally ineffectiye on 
the smother surface of an asphalt pave- 
ment, because it cannot remove the filth 
that adheres more closely to such a sur- 
face. The sweeping machine is not 
adapted to either pavement, and other 
and mare efficient methods should be 
used, 

If any one questions the assertion of 
carelessness in this work, it is necessary 
only for him to observe the piles of dirt 
gathered against the curbing dering the 
night, ready to be removed, but still 
there to greet the citizen and taxpayer, 
when he leaves his home in the morning. 
Hither no effort has been made to re- 
move it, or the work has been done so 
carelessly that a chance breeze may fill 
the air with the accumulations. If any 
one questions the assertion that the pave- 
ment in the residence part of Peachtree 
street has not been clean for months, 
let him examine that pavement and see 
the stains that have been there for un- 
Known weeks, which even nard, driving 
rains have been insufficient to remove. 
Let him walk along the mid@e of that 
thoroughfare at almost any hour of the 
twenty-four, and inhale the odors of tne 
stable that assail his nostrils. Let him 
sit late in the day or evening on some 
porch along that street and try to keep 
away the swarms of files that the breeze 


narrated | 


brings from the disease-breeding accumu- 
lations on the pavements. Let him 
watch ladies, with skirts held up, in vain 
trying to pick their way across the street 
Or to some passing car without becom- 
ing contaminated. Let him sit in an 
office on the second, third, or even fourth 
floor of sorne business block, and catch 
the breath of the stable from the polluted 
Pavement below. 

After a somewhat careful study of the 
subject in New York, Chicago and tm 
several southern cities, where conditions 
are quite widely varied, I am convinced 
that only one practical way of keeping 
the streets clean has been developed, and 
that !s by the liberal use of water. 
Not less frequently than once every 
week should such a thoroughfare as 
Peachtree street be flooded with water 


and scrubbed with stiff brooms in the 
hands of strong men, who are not afraid 
|of work. Additionally, the flushing alone

is heavy, and every second night in less 
used sections. At all hours of the aay, 
where horses are passing, men should 
be employed constantly with brush and 
cart to remove the always accumulating 
filth. On the rougher stone _pavements 
flushing should be resorted to not less 
than three times a week, or oftener, if 
experience shows the necessity, and 
broom cleaning should be a constant 
hourly accompaniment. The question of 
cost compared with present methods I 
do not know, but with a Ifberal use of 
water, the streets would be clean, which 
they are not now. 

Another method, possibly less expen- 
sive, is in use in a number of cities. It 
consists af a sprinkling wagon, from 
which the water is forced upon the pave- 
ments under a considerable air pressure. 
This forces the water into the crevices 
of the pavement with such power that 
the filth is loosened and is catried to the 
sewers by the flooding of the water as 
it runs away. 

Were the location of Atlanta such as 
to make the present conditions of the 
streets more threatening to the health 
of the community, this question of 
method would not be one of expediency 
or expense, but one of néceasity. I

GONSTITUTION'S EXPOSE 
STRONGLY COMMENDED 


Dairy Inspector Watkins Will In- 
spect Every Dairy Sending Milk 
To Atlanta, and Will Enforce 
Law—Condition Startles 
Physicians of Gity. 


The Constitution’s expose of 
the filthy condition of a great 
quantity of milk that is consumed 
by the babies of Atlanta has 
roused city officials, citizens and 
physicians to the necessity of de- 
manding that every dairy, large 
and small, be kept in a thorough- 
ly clean and sanitary condition. 

With this object in view, Dairy 
Inspector Watkins has begun an 
inspection that will include every 
dairy that furnishes milk to con- 
sumers, whether it contains one 
cow or a large number of cows. 
Every citizen of Atlanta is inter- 
ested in the problem of clean 
milk; it reaches every household. 

Few news stories have attract- 
ed more widespread interest than 
that printed in The Constitution 
yesterday morning, in which it 
was stated by Dr. Hynds that 
probably fifty children who died 
last month went to an untimely 
grave through the use of “dirty” 
milk. 

There is an insistent and pop- 
ular demand that the source of 
dirty milk be reached; that the 
dairies be thoroughly inspected 
and the owners forced, by law if 
necessary, to keep their places 
clean. It is declared by physi- 

# cians and by President Benson, 
of the board of health, that this 
isthe only way in which the evil 
can be properly reached.

“When you get the people waked up to 
the importance of having only clean and 
pure milk geold in the city you will do 
more than a hundred inspectors can ac- 
complish and will do a work which will 
protect the health of the community and 
rob the grave of many ljttle untimely vic- 
tms.”’

Charles F, Benson, president of the board 
of health, when he was asked about the 
story in yesterday’s Constitution concern- 
ing the sale of dirty milk end the mor- 
tality among Ifttie children.

“The board has by resolution decided to 
inspect the milk saja by all dealers and 
dairies once every month and we want the 
MQewsepapers of the city to publish that 
list.

A better work, in 
my opinion, could not be done. The in-

“A Stricken Mother,” one of the vic- 
tims of “dirty” milk in Atlanta, writes 
The Constitution qa card, in which she 
asks many startling questiong about why 
milk that is death-dealing to the babes 
of the city has been allowed sold. She 
calls the board of health to task and 
demands ty know why the gvil was not 
remedied long ago and the lives of little 
victims saved. 

Her card, which will be read with a 
feeling of the Geepest interest, is ag fol- 
lows: 

Editor Constitution: I note with horror 
the exposure in this morning’s Constitu- 
tion in the publication of City Bacte- 
riologist Hynds’ milk report. 

In God's name, if the mothers of At- 
lanta can not depend upon the city au. 
thorities to gave their babies frome this 
terrible condition, to whom must they 
look for protection? 

Has {it come to the point that the 
mothers of Atlanta must take the matter 
in their own hands and inspect them- 
selves the dairies through which this 
poisonous milk is being supplied to send 
their innocent and helpless babies to 
the cemetery? 

And yet, if the city does not stop it, 
the mothers will! If they can not do it 
One way, they will do it another. If 
the city Yoard of health does not pro- 
tect these helpless infants, the mothers 
of Atlanta must rise in their might and 
take the matter in thelr own limnds! 

Only a few months ago the Atlanta 
hewspapers were filled with the reports 
of the daily sale of polluted and diseased 
milk. The milk wagons were held up, 
samples w+re analyzed and thhe ‘“clegn,” 
“fair,” “dirty” and “filthy” classifica- 
jons of tiie dairies were spread before 
the readers of the city. The people were 
outraged end protection wag demanded. 
In respoise to the universal demand, an

A STRICKEN MOTHER. 
Atlanta, Ga., July 30, 1904. 


Dr. Charles F. Benson, president of the 
board of health, when shown the card 
from a “Stricken Mother,” of Atlanta, 
and asked what he had to say about it, 
made the following statement: 

“T am glad that the mothers of Atlan- 
tn are becoming aroused over the subject 
of milk that igs unwholesome. It de- 
pendg more on the people who use the 
milk than upon the board of health 
whether clean milk shall be used.in the 
city. It is all a matter of. education. 
The people must learn that much milk 
is sold that {s not clean and that it is 
injurious to little éhildren. Let an {n- 
spector iook at a dairy and find it ever 
&o neat and clean, and yet the milk man 
will get dirt into the milk while the cow 
is being milked, or the dirt will gather 
while the milk is being delivered. What 
one inspector, or a thousand, can pre- 
vent that? Any person can tell there 
is dirt in milk without an analysis. The 
dirt can be seen ag it gathers in a sedi- 
ment at the bottom of the bottle or cup. 
We have beén making this fight for clean 
milk for four years. About two years 
ago Dr. Longino got a chemist and bac- 
teriologist for the denartment and since 
then we have Inspected milk for bacteria 
and filth. 

“Inspector Watkins does nothing but 
look after dairies, and since he took hold 
of the work there has been a wonderful 
change for the better jn the milk sold 
in Atlanta. 

“There are over 800 persons in the city 
who have permits to sell milk. No de- 
partment can guarantee that all fhe milk 
sold from that number of places shall be 
delivered absolutely clean. All ‘inspec-

tors can do is to see that the dairies and 
other places where milk is handled are 
kept ciean. The people who buy the milk 
must help us look for the dirt, for it wiil 
get into the milk, as I said, after it 
leaves the dairy. 

“We inspect samples of the milk once 
‘@very month and have the names of al] 
who sell dirty milk published. Let the 
people watch this list and stop buying 
from those who do not keep clean milk. 
This will soon put a stop to the sale of 
‘milk that is dirty. 

“That dirty milk is a frultful source 
of disease, all practitioners know. That 
| was why this fight was begun and I am 
certainly glad that The Constitution has 
| taken the matter up and ds helping arouse 
and educate the people. 

“As in every other business, there are 
milk dealers who are only after the 


kind of stuff so they get paid for it. 
“We will exert every effort to see that 

dairies and milk depots are kept clean. 

After that, the people must act. They 


as is required by all other progressive | 


must look for dirt in the milk they buy 
| and report the same to the board or the 
| inspectors. Clean dairies is the first step, 
| but that is not all. 

“Not very long ago, before this fight 
| was begun, much of the milk sold in At- 
_lanta was not fit to throw to the hogs. 
Any one who will examine the reports a 
|year ago and then examine them now 
_will see what a great improvement has 


been made. 


mothers of Atlanta, keep aroused on this 
subject, and they, together with the 
board of health, will soon stop the sale 
of a drop of milk that is unfit for use.” 
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Atlanta. Inspector Willis King watches 
all the wagons and depots, and from 
‘time to time takes samples of milk for 


the standard required by the law the 
seller is arrested. The lowest fine that 
‘ean be imposed for such an Offense is 
$10, and may go as high es $100 and im- 
prisonment in the stockade for thirty 
days. 

Inspector B. B. Watkins looks after the 
dairles where milk is kept and the barns 
‘where the cows are milked, He often goes 
inte the country and inspects the barns 
and the cows. This has been objected to 
by some of the dairymen On the ground 
that a cite official has no jurisdiction 
outside the city Mmits. The reply to this 
has been: 

“You come into our city with your milk 
and we will go out of the city to see that 
you bring us nothing but pure and clean 
milk.” 

An Ounce of Prevention. 

As some of the physicians, whose in- 
terviews are given below, state, an ounce 
of prevention fs worth a pound of cure 
‘when it comes to handling clean _ milk. 
‘It is said that the quickest and best way 
ito insure the people against an inferior 
article of milk ts to force dairymen and 
|dealers to keep their places of business 
‘perfectly clean and to handle the milk 
‘only in such a manner as to prevent the 
milk from becoming unclean. These meas- 
ures, it is said, once carried out, the 
‘people can pretty safely rely upon get- 
ting only milk which is fit for food for 
\deHcate little children. 

‘We are now overhauling every dairy 
‘and barn in the city @hd surrounding 
‘country,’” saf® Inspector Watkins yester- 
‘day. “‘Within the past two weeks I have 
‘condemned three barns and made the 
dairymen abandon them for cleaner 
places in which to milk the cows. I have 
ordered dairymen to discontinue milking 
as many as ¢en cows which I believed to

Law To Be Enforced. 

But the work will not stop at that. 
There is a law which requires every per- 
son who sells milk, no matter if they have 
|but one cow in the backyard, to secure 
& permit from the beard of health before 
milk can be sold. As there are a great 
many private citizens who sell milk it 
has been a hard matter to get them al] 
to take out permits, but the law from now 
on will be rigidly inforced, Before any 
permit is issued the premiges of the per- 
Son selling milk is inspected and if not 
found clean no permit will be issued. 

A physician and chemist is quoted as 
saying: 

“It is well known that .a,city pays 
strict attention to the purity of its wa- 
ter. How much more ought the author- 
ities to see that only the cleanest and 
purest of milk is sold? Dirt tn water 
cannot have near as an injurious effect 
as is can in milk on account of certain 
chemical changes which dirt produces 
in milk, thereby making it not only un- 
wholesome, but often absolutely poison- 
ous to the human system. When ‘it is 
taken into consideration that thousands 
of little children, the most of whom are 
in the teething stage, and therefore del- 


icate, depend upon cows’ milk whollr 
for nourishment, the question of pure 
and clean milk rises to a matter of life 
and death.”’ , 

Some of the city ward physicians were 
seen about the milk question yesterday. 
Dr. I. T. Catron, of the fourth ward, 
strikes the keynote of the situation whan 
he says: 


Make the Dairies Clean. 

“Make the dairies clean or make them 
quit business. In my practice as city; 
Physician I haq during the month of 
June cases of children who died from 
stomach and digestive troubles, and 
cows’ milk had been used as food. There 
is no question about dirty milk acting 
as poison when taken by delitate chil- 
dren. Clean dairies are, in my opinion, 
the only solution of the question. Every. 
eltizen of Atlanta should assist The Con- 
stituption in its work along that line.’’ 

Dr. John G, Wilkins, city phiysician 
for the sixth werd, says: . * , 

“I have haq infant patients recently 


| who died from what I believed to have| 
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on of doubt when it is given to 
or even half-grown children as food.” . 

‘In my practice,” states Dr. Mel Mar- 
tin, city physician for the third ward, 
‘“T havé found it so hard to get cows’ 
ilk that could be depended upon as ab. 
solutely pure and clean that I have pre- 
scribed other food for infants. I’ have 
had recently cases which I felt posi-. 
tive resulted from the use of impure 
cows’ milk. The Constitution is en- 
gaged in a great work when it under~ 
takes to better the quality of milk sold 
in the city.” 7 ' 

Cows’ Milk for Babies. 

Dr. VanGoidtsnovan, city physician for 
the gecond ward who has made the dis- 
eases of children a specialty for -many 
years, ndét only condemns the use of 
impure cows’ milk for children, but says 
that milk should be _§ sterilized be- 
fcre it is given children: In this con- 
nection he furnishes some important and 
interesting facts about the use of cows’ 
milk as an article of food for infants, 
He says: 

‘“Worty per ceht of the deaths that 
occur in the first year of life are due lo 
diseases of the digestive organs, and 20 
per cent to diseases of the respiratory 
organs. In the second year the respira- 
tory organs are more exposed to danger. 
So that in the first year.the stomach and 
intestines, and in the second the bronchi 
and the lungs are the sources of the high 
death rate. . 

“Cows’ milk ig universally within reach, 
and on that account preferred by, the 
profession and the laity. But it demands 
careful selection and intelligent prepara- 
tion.” Any one interested in infant feed- 
ing should have a clear conception of 
the resemblance and difference between 
cows’ milk and human milk, 

“In substituting cow’s milk for hu- 
man milk, it is of the utmost tmport- 
ance to modify the former so as to close- 
ly resemble the latter. The proportions 
of water in both human and cow’s milk 
are almost alike. Digestion is solution 
by hydration, so that the elements acted 
upon may pass readily through the walls 
of the alimentary canal, after which 
they are dehydrated. Sugar is required 
as an admixture to cow's milk. Jactubi 
claims it should be cane and not milk- 
sugar, ag the latter increases to an Uun- 
due extent the amount of lactic acid, 
and thereby removes alkalies and pro- 
duces dyspepsia. 

‘Boiled milk is more digestive than 
raw, especially for children under one 
year. Boiling is germ-destroying. Hu-

Other Physicians Talk. 
Dr. J. 8. Todd said: “Dr. Hynds 
‘right. Impure and unclean milk ts sold in 
‘Atlanta and it does kill babies. In my 
| practice this summer I know of at least 
‘one infant whose death was directly at- 
ltributable to unclean milk, and I can Tre- 
‘eall other cases which might have been 
ithe result of the same cause. 
| “There is only one thing-.to do, and 
that is—stand by the board of health. 
‘Stand by the board and give it more au- 
‘thority. The work now done is fine as far 
‘as it goes, but the board should have 
‘its authority extended and the people 
‘should stand up for it and its good work 
‘at all times. If that is done we can do 
away with the unclean milk evil.” 
| Dr, Marion McH. Hull said: “This is a 
isubject in which I am intensely interested 
‘and am glad always of an opportunnty 
to express myself on the subject. I want 
‘to saw now that we can never get down 
‘to the root of the evil and eradicate it 
‘until we adopt some such system as is 
inow in vogue in Philadelphia, New York 
‘and perhaps other cities. 
| «This system consists of awmilk comimnis- 
| sion which examines the milk of each 
‘dairy every few days, subjecting the milk 
ito a rigid bacteriological examination. 
'The milk must not have more than 10,- 
000 bacteria to the cubic cemtimeter, for 
‘it is harmful to the infant when more 


| than that number exist in that quantity 
(of milk. 


“When milk comes up to the standard 
‘a certificate or certificates are given to 
‘be placed on the bottles, and milk not 
'go certified or labeled: ig boycotted by 
| physicians. 

“The idea should be adopted in Atlanta 
and the Atlanta Medical Society should 
be given the right to establish and main- 
tain a milk commission. This would eradi- 
cate the dirty mlk from the market and 
would place both physicians and the pub- 
lic generally on the firm ground of know- 
ing what they were buying.”

DID MEHAFFEY 
DO THIS WORK 


Strange Story: of Murder 
Confession From Mill- 
town Convict Camp. 


No report regarding the alleged confes- 


-|gion ef a former convict guard who is 


now serving a sentence for manslaughter 
in the penitentiary camp at Milltown, to 
the effect that he killed Connie J. Moore 
and threw his pody into one of the 
furnaces at the Fargo camp, has yet 
reached the prison commission. The offi- 
cials of that department were somewhat 
surprised at the report of the matter as 
published in The Const?ftution yesterday. 

The Valdosta special to The Constitu- 
tion stated that a detective who went in- 
to the Milltown camp in shackles, gained 
the confidence of the prisoner and secured 
from him this confession. The entrance 
of a detective into a convict camp under 
such circumstances is a wholly unheard- 
of thing, and the officials of the prison 
department do not believe that anything 
like that occurred. 

But there is ample ground for the de- 
tective feature-of the story. There is now 
at Milltown serving a sentence in the 
convict camp for perjury former Detective 
M. A. Méhaffey, of Atlanta, and if such 
a confession has been made it is thought 
he must have worked it out of the ex- 
guard, who is now a convict. 

Connie J. Moore, who was a guard at 

the Fargo camp, near the Florida line 
disappeared just before last Christmas, 
seaving behind him all his clothes and 
considerable money that was due him. No 
irace of him was ever found. Captain 
Goodloe Yancey, secretary of the prison 
commission, went several times to Fargo 
to investigate the matter, but nothing 
was ever heard of Moore. The money 
due him was paid to his mother. Shortly 
after his disappearance one of the guards 
shot and killed another guard in a quar- 
rel. This’ guard was convicted of man- 
slaughter and sentenced to serve seven 
years in the penitentiary. He is now sefv- 
ing this sentence at the Gress camp at 
Milltown. 
According to the story from Valdosta 
published ‘in yesterday’s Constitution this 
ex-guard has made a confession that he 
killed young Moore for the purpose of 
robbing him of $75 which he had. The 
body, it is stated, was then thrown into 
one of the Jlarge furnaces at the Fargo 
saw mill and cremated, The outcome of 
the mystery will be awaited with a great 
deal of interest.

If a-child is ill, send for your family 
physician. Do not dose it with patent medicines. 

4. Keep your rooms well ventilated, and do not allow any bad smell to come from sink of 
water closets. See that’ your own apartments are in good condition and complain to the 
Board of Health if the neighborhood is offensive. a 

s. Never neglect looseness of the bowels in an infant. Consult the family physician at 
once and he will give you rules about what it should take and how it should nurse. More 
babies perish from cholera-infantum, diarrhoea and dysentery than from any other cause. 

6.. When the baby is cross and irritable in the hot weather, a change of scene will often 
do much good. Sunshine is as necessary for children as for plants. Take the child out in the 
fresh air every day, except at mid-day in very hot weather, and keep the room clean and suri- 
ny. Keep a flannel bound around the body, not-too tight. Very,often a baby's cries can be 
relieved by attention to the binder. All clothing should be loose and clean, and air and sun 
daily. Give no medicines not ordered by the doctor. |

About 2 o'clock, Policeman Jones, 6

train, east-bound, through town. The 
fellow, who is said to be an Englishman, 
was carrying a gun at the time of his 
capture and made such muddled answers 
to questions put to him by the officers 
that it was thought for a time he must 
be one of the highwaymen. Later d:- 
velopments show there is but little evi- 
dence against him; as far as could be 
learned he is a harmiess tramp. 

Seven Italians Arrested. 

Seven Italians were taken into custody 
at Wilmore on suspicion early this after- 
noon. Two of them had been seen about 
2 o'clock running through the fields from 
the direction of Portage toward the set- 
| tlernent of foreigners at Wilmore. The 
‘Officers were notified and e two were 
located at 2:30 o'clock in an Italian 
boarding house. A search of the premises 
revealed articles evidently stolen from 
the Pennsylvania Railroad Company and 
this convinced the officers that they had 
landed two thieves if not the perpetra- 
tors of the Portage murder.

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Ruoture of Diplomatic Rela- 
tions Between Vatican and 
France Now Complete 


—_ 


Paris, July 30.—Foreign Minister Del- 
easse this afternoon addressed a note to 
the papal nuncio that in consequence of 
the rupture of the relations between 
France and the vatican, his mission in 
Paris no longer had any object. 

The holy see’s lengthy reply to the 
French note, though most courteously 
worded, merely amounts to a polite state- 
ment that the pope does not intend to in- 
fringe the stipulations of the concordat 
and will ‘not withdraw the letters calling 
the bishops of Dijon and Laval to Rome, 

Diplomatic courtesy forbids the publica- 
tion of the French answer unti] the pope 
is notified, but Foreign Minister Delcasse 
last nght sent M. DeCoursel, the French 
charge d'affaires at the vatican, two 
notes. One for the papal secretary of 
state announcing the rupture and the 
second a personal note instructing the 
charge d'affaires and the others of the 
staff of the embassy to return to Paris 
immediately after his mission is accome- 
plished, which probably will be this 
morning. 

No Development Now. 


It is not expected that the rupture wil] 
have any immediate consequences beyond 
the mutual withdrawal of the represen- 
tatives of France and the yatican and 
the suppression of the embassy and 
nunciature, as the denunciation of the 
concordat requires pariiamentary sgnc- 
tion. Consequently fresh developments 
are improbable until the appointment of 
the ne bishops comes up. Well-informed 
persons do fot believe that the vatican 
will retaliate by withdrawing Frances 
protectorate for the eastern Catholics. 

The Home correspondent of ‘cne Temps 


dispatch did not arrive at the vatican 
embassy until after-the officiais left last 
night, and was not delivered until tnis 
muvurning. 

M. DeCourcel conferred with the papal 
secretary of state, Cardinal Merry del 
Val, this morning, and it is believed he 
will leave Rome tonight. The papal 
nuncio, who was visitng the Countess de 
Villeneuve, near Versailles, was unoffi- 
clally informed of the situation last night 
and returned to Paris immediately. He 
sent long cipher dispatches to Rome this 
morning.

| RUSSIANS AND JAPANESE 
| READY TO JOIN BATTIS 


| Kuchiatzu, Manchuria, July 28.—(De- 
ilayed.)—As a great battle appears immil- 
nent a survey of the position of the two 
‘armies will be interesting. The main 
‘bodies of the Russians and Japanese are 
very near each other, They now form 
‘in the north a more powerful array than 
lat any previous time. 

Virtually, however, the same conditions 
'prevall north of Hei-Cheng as previous- 
‘ly reported. The Russians are holding 
‘Ten Shuitzan, Chiutzalyan Pien and 
|Kuanchia passes. The latter is 3 miles 
‘east of here. In view of the fact that 
serious fighting is anticipated in the near 
‘future, the Chinese have begun to dis- 
‘appear from. between the lines and to 
‘break up their houses, though heretofore 
ithey have not vacated their property ex- 
‘cept in the immediate firing zone between 
ithe pickets. 

The Associated Press correspondent ac- 
'cidentally crossed the zone of the Japa- 
‘nese fire and was fully twenty minutes 
‘crossing the bed of the Shi river under 
ifire. evidently from the Yu-Huang-Kao 
‘temple on the east side of the river and 
‘In plain view of the Russian pickets. 
‘The Japanese line extends thence south, 
‘and is apparently of great strength, with 
‘trenches and breastworks. It approaches 
‘within a mile of Lien pass, and continues 
‘along the Shi river to Sipen pass, and 
‘thence to Hoyan, facing the Tientschuit- 
gan and Oyangtsu pass positions. 

| The correspondent visited the entire 
‘eastern line. It is an ideal region for 
military operations. Immense columns 
‘of troops are traversing the numerous 
valleys to reconnoiter the passes and 
are finding mountain artillery on tie hill- 
‘sides. -The Japanese officers are in plain 
view, pacing up and down the trenches as 
though ecncouraging their men.

For Long Time Japanese Were Una- 
ble To Locate Position of Rus- 
sian Batteries—Order To Re- 
treat Great Surprise to 
Russians. 


Mukden, July 30.—The correspondent

The correspondent was awakened at 5 


o'clock in the morning of July 23 by the 
booming of guns He had slept in the 
village of Tien-Tsiatan, 4 miles south of 
Ta-Tche-Kiao, where the regiment to 
which he was attached was stationed. 
He hurriedly rode to the Russian out- 
posts and found them engaged in a hot 
which continued for two 


hours. 
Then the batteries slowly retreated on 


the main position, where General Zarou- 
baeiff decided to accept battle. The Rus- 
sian gunners then poured a well directed 
hail of projectiles, 
the Japanese advances and enabling the 
various outpost detachments to fall back 


in safety. 
The artillery fire ceased at about It! 


o'clock. 
Japanese were engaged in placing their 
batteries in position and in disposing of 
their forces in order of battle, At 2 In 
the afternoon the bombardment recom- 
menced and lasted until after 5 o'clock, 
The aJpanese had several guns of large 
caliber and all their batteries were send- 
ing out streams of shrapnel on the Rus- 


sian positions, but not causing much 


harm. 
were insignificant. 
Unceasing Roar of Guns. 

The first gun was fired at 7 o'clock and 
thenceforth the roar of artillery did not 
cease for an instant until 8:30 in the 
evening. At times the firing acquired 
extraordinary violence The site of the 
battle was about 3 miles south of Ta- 
Tche-Kiao, and 2 miles east of the rail- 
road. The sea was plainly discernable 
from the heights overlooking the battle 
field, but nothing occurred in that di- 
rection. "The Russian positions fronted 
south, with a slight inclination eastward. 
About two artillery corps were engaged. 
The correspondent was able to follow only 
the experiences of General Zaroubaieff’s 


corps, and s0 confines himself fo record- | 


ing the incidents of this portion of the 
Russian troops. Zaroubaleff's corps oc- 
cupied a position on two hills, of which 
the largest was crowned by three sum- 
mits. The commander and his staff sta- 
tioned themselves on the highest point, 
the center one, whence they had an unin- 
terrupted view of the surrounding coun- 
try. The general had vlaced batteries on 
the plain behind these hills, the guna 
being cleverly masked by lofty Chinese 
corn. The Japanese tried vainly the 
whole day to locate them. The troops 
suffered much from the scorching heat 
of the sun. It was essentially an artil- 
lery battle, but it was remarkable and 
even uncanny that during the thirteen 
hours it lasted the Russians could not 
make out a single Japenese soldier even 
with the most powerful glasses. 


Gunners Worked Like Madmen. 
From the position occupied by General 
Zaroauieff's troops not a_ single rifie 
shot was fired, but the gunners on both 
sides worked like madmen. The air was 
split and torn by the deafening, crashing 
repoats of the guns, a dull booming of 
the distant shots furnishing a  back- 
ground of deep bass for the messengers 

of death exploding about the Russians. 
White puffs of smoke from the ex- 
ploding shrapnel shells threw clouds over- 
head into which was thrown fountains of 


.dust and sand when the shells burst on 


the ground upon impact, showering bul- 
lets and splinters around. 

The Japanese fire was at first con- 
centrated upon the eastward hill, held 
by a small force of Russians, and by 
}i1 o’clock this part of the position was 
literally aflame, enough to try the cour- 
age of the bravest soldier. The men 
threw themselves down with their faces 
to the ground as soon as they heard 
the hiss of the approaching shells which 
oh striking dug deep craters in the hill- 
side, whence the spouting fire looked 
like miniature volcanoes. When this 
spectacle of savage splendor had lasted 
four or five hours one after another of 
the Russian positions became untenable. 


Japanese Fire Fell Short. 

In the meantime the gunners serving 
the Russian batteries behind 
redoubled their energies and the Japanese 
were evidently nonplussed by the flerce- 
ness of the fire from the unlocatable bat- 
terles. They even directed their atten- 
tion to the Russian right, showering pro- 
jectiles on a smal] hill which was quite 
unoccupied. Then the Japanese shifted 
their fire to the Russian cegter, but not 
a single man was withdrawn therefrom. 

The fire of the Japanese diminished at 
about 5 o'clock. and ceased altogether 
half an hour later, whereas the Russian 
batteries continued to fire. When the 
Japanese gunners reopened the artillery 
duel later they had changed their po- 
sition to the westward whence they ob- 
tained an uninterrupted range of the 
plain behind the Russian position and 
‘their projectiles began falling dangerous- 
ly near the Russian batteries. Two 
Chinese villages in the vicinity suffered 
terribly. The whole plain was plowed 
and pitted by the explosion of shel)s. 

With the approach of evening the Rus- 
sians had a little relief from the heat. 
but none from the Japanese, 
Gifference being that the flash of the

Several matters which have been ap- 
‘pealed to the president were considered 
and action upon them will be announced 
later. The conference was of considerable 
importance to the administration and to 
labor generally. 
_ Soon after the conference began one of 
those present brought to the president's 
|attention the fact that a report had al- 
‘ready been sent out of WasNington stat- 
ing that the conference had been called to 
‘consider the Chicago strike. Promptly the 
‘president authorized the announcement 
‘that the Chicago strike would not be 
‘discussed at the conference and it was 
not, according to the statements of those 
| present. 

Regarding the strikes in various parts 
‘of the country the president and his ad- 
‘visers agreed that at no point. had any 
‘of these passed beyond the scope of local 
‘treatment, nor was the administration 
called on at this time to take action. 

As for the pending meat strike, al- 
though it was not specifically discussed 
at the conference, it can be said that the 
administration does not think that a 
national emergency has been precipitated, 
as was the case in the coal strike, 

Until such an emergency has been cre- 
ated there will be no official considera- 
tion of it by the administration.

Packers and Butchers both 
Remain Confident = 


Suggestion of Appeal to Roosevelt 
Turned Down by Donelly Who 
Says His Men Have Fight 
Won Without Help 
from Anybody. 


Chicago, July 30.—The conflict betweca 
packers and butchers which has been 
kOing on in the packing trade industry 
throughout the country for nearly three 
weeks shows no sign of abatement. To- 
night both the opposing interests’ seem 
“as determined as ever on aq fight to a 
finish and the indications are that the 
struggle will continue for some time. 

The packers tonight declare that they 
have won the fight and that the strik- 
ere are becoming demoralized. Strike 
leaders assert .uwat the victory is with 
the workmen and that it will be a mat- 
ter of but a short time until the packers 
will be compelled to ask for peace. Lead- 
erg of four of the allied trades unions 
which went on strike in sympathy with 
the packing house butchers are said wy 
the packers to have made overtures 
today for reinstatement. 

According to the packers the emissa- 
ries from these four skilled trages sought 
to learn on what terms the strikers 
would be reinstated should they return 
ix: a body. The answer the packers say 
they gave to these emissaries was that 
the strikers would be reemployed as fast 
as conditions might warrant, but only as 
individuals and not as members of the 
union. | 

The strike leaders disclaimed any 
knowledge whatever of such action taken 
by the four uniong and repeated their 
assertions that the outlook for the strik- 
ing workmen was more satisfactory tnan 
ever.

Against this arrival of new em- 
ployees was registered the desertion of 
300 men who have been taken into the 
yards since the strike began. 

The relief stations opened today by 
tHe packing trades’ relief committee 
were besieged all day by men and wom- 
en seeking food. By evening all the sup- 
plics in the stations had been given away. 
Several hundred persone who had failed 
to reach the counters until too late were 
turned away empty handed. 

The strikers say the reason the sup- 
plies gave out so quickly was because 
hundreds of outsiders took advantage of 
the opportunity to secure free provisions. 

‘Rioting at St. Joseph 

St. Joseph, Mo., July 30.—Rioting again 
broke out in the vicinity of the stock 
yards in South St. Joseph at 10 o'clock 
tonight when the packers endeavored to 
smuggle in a squad of non-union men. 

Sixty policemen lined up across I}inois 
avenue to oppose a move of strikers. 

A flerce hand,to hand battle occurred 
in which a policeman almost broke his 
Club on the heads of the strikers. Fred 
Vennata, a striker, was badly hurt from 
wounds about the head and he may die. 
Several specia] police officers deserted 
their brother officers during the fight, 
throwing away their stars and clubs. 
The strikers say they will have 2,000

None of the American small cats ever 
voluntarjly enter the water,» but they 
fish from the banks of streams and from 
partly submerged roots, etc., clawing the 
fish out as they swim past. 

Though the rabbit cannot swim and 
avoids damp situations, the hare, as is 
generally known, swims well, and so, 
indeed, do the great majority of mam- 
mals. ; . 

All deer are expert and most graceful 
swimmers, and in this they are equaled 
by the horse, which can swim for miles 
without becoming exhausted. Horses 
have been known to, cross the Niagara 
river from the American‘to the Cana- 
dian side for the purpose of returning to 
their old stables. 

It may be useful to give a few hints 
On crossing over with horses. A mount- 
ed man should slip off behind, and, 
holding lightly by the animal’s tail, per- 
mit himself to be towed across. This 
method puts the least strain on the 
horse, and is the safest for the man. 
The horse, also, should be permitted to 
take its own way. It is remarkable 
with what strange instinct (or is it rea- 
son?) it will choose the best landing 
place on the opposite bank ,avolding 
dangerous currents and quicksands. 

With the exception of’aquatic animals, 
the bear is probably the strongest and 
best swimmer among mammals. The 
American black bear has been known to 
Swim across small lakes and arms of the 
larger bodies of water a distance of at 
least’ 20 miles without a break, and 
though many bears ‘have, no doubt, 
reached the Island of Anticosti, in the 
gulf of St. Lawrence; on ice floes, others 
have swum thither from the mainland, 
traveling probably, in somé instances, 
30 miles through the water. 

No black bear will go a yard out of 
his way to avoid water, but passes 
straight through any river or lake that 
lies in its way. The grizzly bear is 
mostly an inhabitant of dry, rocky tracts, 
but even grizzlies often take to the water, 
for no perceptible cause except love of it. 

Though the mouse cannot swim far- 
ther than a few yards, the rat !s a pow- 
erful swimmer, and the river that will 
-bas its course must not only be broad 
but of strdng current also. Lemmings 
and other small rodents are also good 
swimmers, but there are some smal! 
mammals that have as great a dread 
of water as they have of fire, among 
them the American squirrel. This little 
animal, like the mouse, can swim only 
a few yards, when it drowns, the garcass 
remaining afloat long after death. Prob- 
ably they would live a considerable time 
if they remained motionless and simply 
floated, but it Is a remarkable fact that 
all animals, except man and monkeys, 
strike out and naturally go through the 
motions of swimming. 

Monkeys cannot swim and have a 
great‘’dread of water. If they drop ac- 
eidentally into a river, which they some- 
times do when they are pursued by an 
enemy, they seldom succeed. in strug- 
gling out, but speedily drown.

‘"“T yemember one hot summer day,’ 
says Professor I.usk, ‘‘when 1 was cra- 
dling oats, of receiving a letter from 
Alton Parker asking me if I would take 
his place for the next few months, be- 
cause he wanted to take a course in the 
Albany Jaw school; that the desire to 
become a lawyer was too great to-resist 
and that the favor would be appreci- 
ated. 

*“ Deciding to accépt, I took the stage 
and after much travel over the moun- 
tains, part of the way going on foot, I 
arrived at Accord, Parker was heartily 
glad to see me, introduced me to all 
of his friends and made everything as 
pleasant as possible.”’ 

Shortly afterward Parker went to the 
law school at Albany. 
not particularly brilliant there, 
made a fairly good record.

Part of Judge Parker's school teaching 
days were spent in Stella, a suburb of 
Binghamton, and the little red school

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ART CLASS SKETCHING FROM LIFE. 
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Splendid System of Discipline Established Several 


Years.Ago Develops Character and Is 
Strikingly Successful. 


Several years ago the management of 
Brenau became convinced that it is a 
mistake to subject a well-matured, con- 
scientious girl to the rigorous rules then 
in forée in the institution. They believed 
that to deprive her of all opportunity to 
act on her own responsibility, had a ten- 
dency to dwarf her character and. left 
her, to a large degree, unfitted for the 
responsible duties of the near future 
which she must meet, of times unsuppor*- 
ed and alone. At the same time, they 
were painfully alive to the fact that 
there are many girls who, from immatur. 
iy, defect of early training or inherent 
depravity, are unfitted for the high pre- 
rogatives of self-government. They rec- 


|ognized the fact that this latter class of 


girls must be guarded at every point, 
while it seemed unnecessary and even 
absurd that a mature, conscientious, true 
young woman, should be circumscribed 
in her conduct by a vast number of reg- 
ulations, which defined in detail her du- 
ties from morning to night. 

After much thought and consideration, 
it was decided to depart from the time- 
henored and much abused pedagogical 
principle, which demands that every pu- 
pil be treated alike. It was decided to 
discriminate between those students who 
seemed to be capable of self-government 
and those who were not. The latter 
should be continued under the old rules, 
while the former should be freed from 
those restrictions which interfered most 
seriously wittt “their liberty of action 
and bound onky by those which are‘ nec- 
essary for the order of every community, 

This plan was carried into effect in 
1898. An honor board was selected by 
the students, consisting of twelve of 
their number, who should cooperate with 
the faculty in making out an “honor” 
roll. 

The details of this self-governed system 
have been modified as experience reveal- 
At present there are 
two governing bodies in the college com. 
munity—the faculty and the honor board 
—the later consisting of twelve members 
elected by vote of the college commu- 
nity. 

The honor board takes the initiative in 
ali matters of discipline, and it is only in 
maiters of a serious nature with which 
the board does not feel itself competent 
to deal, that the faculty is called upon 
for direct instruction. All the actions of 
the board are necessarily reviewed by 
the faculty, and the judgment of the 
board affirmed or reversed, as seems wise 
and just. 

At the end of each six weeks’ three 
lists of. students are prepared by the 
honor board and approved by the fac- 
ulty: First, an honor roll; second, a 
self-governed list, and third, a priviliged 
list.

It has been a 
very long time since we have had a case 
of discipline.’’ 

When it is taken into account that 
there were 220 ‘toarding students at 
Brenau during the last term, besides 
forty or fifty others, thig statement seems 
remarkable. Brenau has fifteen very 
rigid rules and regulations. 

The rules are there, but they do not 
inconvenience girls who are willing to 
conduct themselves properly. Self-govern- 
ing girls who do not govern themselves 
as they should are reduced to ranks and 
then they feel the full force of the rules 
and regulations. A jail is no inconven- 
ience or hardship to the man who lives 
as every good citizen should. The Brenau 
college girl is relieved of many arbitrary 
restrictions which in the old times inter- 
fered with the liberty of the student, but 
she forfeits these privileges if she fails 
to appreciate them, The system rewards 
the faithfulness of the careful, conscien- 
tious student and develops her capacity 
for independent action, while a powerful 
and usually effective stimulus is given the 
careless, negligent girl, impelling her to 
use every effort to prove herself worthy 
of receiving the same position and privil- 


eges attained by her classmates and com- 
panions. If a girl is wasteful of her time 
and indifferent to her opportunities, or 
will not obey the rules of the college, her 
parents are notified and she is quietly

THE IDEAS THAT HAVE INFLUENCED CIVILIZATION. 


(In The Original Documents. ) 


Reviewed By

These are days in which every thinking man wishes to know the his- 
tory of the world. The days of interest limited to tribes and races have 
passed. We have learned to say humanity. Commerce knows no limitation 
of space but the earth. The telegraph makes us acquainted with what is 
going on all around the world, anj our sympathy belts the globe. 

Evolution has taught us not only the relation of all things to each 
other in space, but their continuity in time, so that we can understand 
anything as it is only by knowing the process by which it has come to be. 
The result is, that in order to Know the world as it is today, and in 
order to have wisdom for guidance in the future, we must know the world’s 
history. This is appreciated toda y as never before, ‘as is shown by the 
Vast number of universal] histories put forth. 

The effort to grasp the history of the world as a whole marks a 
distinct epoch in human development. How, then ,shall we know history, 
and what is history? Time was when people seemed to regard history 4s 
primarily the doings of Kings and Conquerors. Then came a reaction 
and historical works began to appear in which an attempt was made to 
do justice to the life of the people. 


This was an advance, but, after all, what differences does it make 
whether we regard history as the life of Kings or as the life of the people, 
of Rex or of Demos, so long as we lose sight of the meaning of life at 
ail? Are the doings of the common people, in and of themselves, of any 
more consequence than the doingsof uncommon people? Both must be 
judged in relation to the purpose of human life. Mere facts are of no con- 
sequence. History, like human life itself, has importance for us only by 
reason of its being the fulfillment of a worthy purpose, the development 
in human life of its ideas. 


Take the life-of an individual, that of Washington, for example. Of 
what avail were it to know _the different things that were said and done 
by the Father of His Country, unless we know the purpose that unified 
and transformed them all—transfoormed them from mere things, brute facts, 
into material expressions of noble patriotism? It is so with the history 
of mankind as a whole. Society is an organism. It ig a sort of person 
on a grand scale. . It, too, is/the @€ xpression, more and more definite and 
complete, of ideas, of purpose. To know ‘history, and to know our rela- 
tion to humanity, is to know the goal towards which things are working 
(the Kingdom of God), and also the lower stages of development through 
which we have passed; and to Know these, we must know the ideas that 
_ incarnated themselves in deeds, institutions, social customs and the 
ike, 

The late Lord Acton was an enthusiast on history. 
tory of the world which is being carried out today. His conception of 
history was the rise and growth Of formative ideas. ‘‘We all know,” he 
said, ‘‘some twenty or thirty predominant currents of thought, or attitudes 
of mind, or system bearing principles, which, jointly or severally, weave 
the web of human history and constitute the civilized opinion of the age.” 
All these, I imagine, a man ought to understand in whatever strength 
they possess, in their causes, and effects, and their relations to each other. 
The majority of them are either religious or substitutes for religion. For 
instance, Lutheran, Puritan, Anglican, Ultramontane, Socinian, Congrega- 
tional, Mystic, Rationalist, Utilitarian, Pantheist, Positivist, Pessimist, Ma- 
terialist and so on. All understan ding of history depends on one’s under- 
standing of the forces that make it. 

,Now to know history in this Way is ta know facts not as bricks, but 
as a building; or, better still, not as pieces of dead timber, but as limbs of 
a growing tree. It is to see the Meaning of things, and how men are work- 
ing their way onward and upward. It is. to see in the concrete what the 
poet saw in vision: 


He planned a his- 


“For I doubt not, through the 48 es one increasing purpose runs, 
And the thoughts of men are widened with the process of the suns.” 


So far as lam aware, the only serious attempt ever made to lay the found- 
ation for historical study along the lines above suggested is represented 
in “THE IDEAS THAT HAVE [NFLUPNCED CIVILIZATION—In the 
Original Documents.””" How have the editors carried out their purpose? 
First, Lord Acton’s “twenty or thirty dominant currents of thought” are 
classified under four heads: Religion, Philosophy, The Social Sciences (in- 
cludi Economics, Political Scien ce, Institutions, Laws, Eduration, etc.), 
and e Natural Sciences, 


It is almost impossible to give an idea of the work 
without reproducing the four  eolumn fsmeer which, of course, 
cannot be done within the limits of a brief review. This Index 
itself is one of the most remarka ble contributions to human learning ever 
made. It not only gives in chrono] 1 order references to documents 
containing the world’s formative id eas, itself an invaluable service and 
a guide to reading, but it gives also in the clearest and briefest form, the 
ideas themselves. For instance: ‘The first step in Greek Philosophy was 
made by asking what is the permanent, unchanging reality behind the 
shifting changes of nature. Thales thought this source of all things to 
be water. Anaximander thought there was an infinite but indeterminate 
substance back of all phenomena w hich produced things by separating into 
its opposites. Anaxamenes thought the world substance to be infinite, but 
to be air. Xenophenes believed ine universe to be one unchangeable god, 
and satirized the Greek idea of Many human like Gods.” And so on, down 
to Socrates, Plato, Aristotle, Zeno anq EBpicurus, indicating, in a succint 
way the germina] thought of each, and the relation of each to his pre- 
decessor. 

Similarly, one may trace in this Index the development of Science, of 
Liberty, of Religion, of Atrs, etc. Folldwing up the references in the 
Index, we have put before us the ortginal documents themselves in which 
these germinal, history-making ideas are expressed by their authors. In 
addition to that, the editors have given short but illuminating biogrpahical 
notices, and have connected the Positions of the different writers with each 
other. They have done this ina manner which is a marvel of condensation 
and clearness. For instanc*, Modern Philosophy begins with Descartes, 
whose fundamental principle, the new starting point for philosophy in its 
search for certainty was “I think, there for I am;” “cognito ergo sum.” 
The introduction gives in less than three pages an intelligible sketch of 
the development of philosophy from Descartes (1596-1650), through Geull- 
nex, Malebranche, Spinoza, Leibnitz, Hobbes, Locke, Berkeley and Hime 
to Kant (1724-1804). 

There are included, also, the e poch-making inventions, as gunpowder, 
printing, the cotton gin, etc., down to wireless telegraphy. 

This must suffice to give a general idea of the scope of the work and 
how the plan is carried out. I might add, as a detail, the beautiful] re- 
productions, scattered through the ten volumes, of the world’s’ famous 
plotures, gives us the evolution of art in the same objective and coneretc 
way. 

It is inevitable that in 60 vast and complicated a subject as the world’s 
history there should be room for differences of opiniédn as to what ideas are 
of sufficient importance to be incl uded in the list of those that “have in- 
fluenced civilization."”” Ought the Council of Trent. be given a place in 
these volumes alongside the fu] presentation of the case of the Protest- 
ant Reformation? Was the promulgation of the Dogma of Infallibility of 
the Pope worth mentioning? Was Neo-Pilatonism entitled to more than 
a passing allusion? 


These are suggestions which may or may not be well founded, but in 
any case, the volumes under consideration are, in my judgment, the most 
valuable aid towards understanding the progress of the world's thought, 
besides being a library in themselves. All other knowledge ought to be 
acquired in the light of some such outline. Cc. B. WILMER.
